Whether tt bas 
nut formerly been under the power of the Romans, and if 
Jo, af What Reltgiou tts i:babirants were before thas time + 
If at has newer been calld by any otber name-with an accoust 
aj the mofe remardable changes as to its Government, and 
what time she Reforination began there, and the firft oceafi- 
on of it. 


Anjw. Altho the Antient name of this town was 
Called Seneva, as we fee in the commentaries of Cafar, 
and {ome other authors,yet Mr. Zet# tells us it bore the 
naine of Gobenna for many ages together. The Coun- 
try ot the Alobroges, whereot Geneva was a Colony, be- 
ing reduced into a Roman province, the Romans at the 
lame time introduced their Laws and Religion into 
thetown of Geneva, which is the reafon they ftill call 
{ome rocksthat are in alake over againft the town 
the fionesof Niton, that is Neptune, according to the 
cuffom of the Romans, who confecrated to their Gods 
all the rocks they found either in the Se, Lakes or 
Rivers. . it'alto appears by divers infcriptions which 
ftili remain, that this place was the habitatioa of 
many Aomans. Before it was conquered by them, 
the people were fuch zealous worfhippers of Venus, 
that fathers of families, without any difficulty pro- 
ftituted their wives and daughters in honour of this 
Goddefs, and praétifed a thoufand impurities, Which 
were till then unheard of, by the Gauls, Romans or 
Grecks, But afterwards it received from the Remans a 
more Chaft Religion, for which it was indebted to 
Pulius Cafar, as well as for its new Laws and for 
its being made the Capital of the Province. Andit 
at firft received Chriftianity in part, if we may 
credit Aafelm, (who founded his relation from a 
Monk who writ the Hiftory of a Vovage which Char- 
jJemain made to Geneva), by the miniftery of Dionf- 


_us the Areopegite. 


However it is, our chief Relations are from the 
Monks, who teil us, That the Xomam Governour which 
Augufins fent to Geneva, was Called Lucius Fulius Brev- 
cus, unde? whofe Government the Emperor granted 
this Town the Lordthip of the Lake, which had been 
long difputed; becaufe, tho the Neighbouring parts 
Rebelid, after the Death of Fulius, yet they continu’d 


. firm to the Empire. They fay, that Paradacus one 
of the feventy diftiples, was the firft Bifhop of Geneva, 


where he dyed being ninety feven years olt under

ment into the hands ot the Bihop. Which power 
Wat mot thea longenjoved by the Céereg, becaule the 
*txoubics and wars orthe Empire made the people torm 
2-¢«iid of Republick in Cenrva. This town atter 
havins been fuceelhvelv potictied by the antzent houte 
of the heft Kings of Bagundy, ‘etl with all the Gauls 
abo the power of Churlemuicn, Me made a very 
Magnihcent entry into tis City, and gave great pri- 
velepes to the inhabitants, permitting them to regu- 
late their own Coverimen, to create Magiftrates as 
they pleated, previded ‘twas done by the unanimous 
confent ot the people, thatthe Emperor fhou'd give 
thea mo common © Governour, except on fome 
extragrcimary occaiion; that no Citizen of Geneva 
{hou'd. be mmpcied te 4,0 (O War, and that the ower 
of the #ithop and Magaftrates fhou’d be diftinét, the 
hrft only regarding /piresual, the latt temporal affairs, 
Chirlenisign atterwards going to war, the magiftrares 
of the ‘town prelented him with two Captains, te 
whom he gave the titk ot Faris, one of em foon 
dyed, sbut the durviver ftill cbore the title, and was 
ajecr wards re.nimended by this prince to the magi- 
{trates ot Geneva who received him very retpectiuliy, 

diving him feveral privcleges and commands in the 

City. ‘The Brfoeps anc Bards between the year S00 

and 1000 feniibly encredfed their Authoriry ‘by many 

Uifurpations; and in the year 1047 the Empire being 

troubled with divers wars, Wiliam Bari ot Geneva, 

Refolved to make his advantage of it, and his 

power amd craft rendered himlelf fole mafter of the 
town, Which the Sithep oppoled, but the Far! {oon 
— him, by giving a part of his ufurpations 
Co him. 
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oppofitions of the Die, by a treaty they made with 
thofe of Frideurg. Tis kccount we have from the 
Morks, tho by fome “tid denyed that ever the Dukes ot 
Savoy were Lerds of Genevi. ' 

The firft-publick adiion thar was performed in ve/ped 
to the Reformation, Was an open dilpute which Farel 
and Seuntier had with fome I cleltafticks in the year 
1532, Wherein thele mirnifrers at firft had the advan- 
tage, but at laft the miatritude of thet adver{aries 
prevailed again them, however the Reformed Religion 
got ground, and was at Length eftablifhed at Geneva,
